Bayard Taylor is entitled te the admiration 
of every American, and no one can feel towards 
him otherwise than with sentiments of pride.— 
He has dared and done more thap any young 
man, of this or aay other coustry. His bistery 
is a cheering triumph of the will over adverse 
fortune. We hear of him fret, a poor printer 
boy of Pennsylvania, employing leisure hours in 
acquiring information and writing scrape of 
peetry. Then he goes over Europe “ afoot, with 
koapeack and staff,” throwing off by the way 
the most glowing descriptions of ite manners, 
Gustoms, seenery, staivary, paintings, de, which 
ever fell from a traveler's pea, of hie years. A

The Japanese are 
physically mach superior to the Chinese. The 
Cainese complexion is a dull, dusky, sickly yel- 
low ; their (rames are strong aod muscelar, but 
squat, heavy and clumsy ; while the complexion 
of the Japanese is a rich dark olive, often with a 


fine red tint in place of the livid hee o' the Chi+ 
nese. eyes are much lees oblique then 
those of the Chinese, and other Mongulians, and 
they have more expasded foreheads and larger 
facinl angles. They have been likened by the 
Duteh and other writers, io the iahabitants of 
Southern Europe and Chili. They are generally 
tall aod symmetrical, graceful and unembarras- 
sed in their motions. There is more difference 
between the meotal traits of the Japanese and 
the Chiwese, than there is in their physica! cher- 
acteristica, The Chinese are quiet, contemplative, 
and imitative, without either eori- 
osity, crginality, or invention ; while the Japan- 
‘em are asabitions, restivss, rebellious, curious, 
quiring and inventive.
